Mr. Weiss present- 
ing: an account of what transpired in 
his office and answering many ques- 
tions about the visit of the juror to 
him. 


Upon the return to the room of the 
lawyers, Mr. Weiss said for the com- 
monwealth: 


"If your honor 
please, 
complying 
•with the request of our friends on the 
other side, a conference has been had, 
with the following result: 


"The 
commonwealth 
desires to 
state and does state that the arrest of 
Humphreys was a mistake, as subse- 
quently ascertained, and the common- 
wealth is satisfied that there was no 
wrong 
Avhatsoever 
between Hum- 
phreys and the juror 
named. The 
newspaper pjfatements that other war- 
rants Avere out or would be issued for 
other persons were entirely unfounded 
and unwarranted; 
that no warrants 
\vere out: that none would be issued; 
that no juror had been nor was now 
suspected of any improper conduct. 


''The district attorney admits that 
the juror voluntarily came to his of- 
fice and made a statement of the facts 
prior to the discharge of Humphreys; 
that after tho discharge of Humphreys 
he again voluntarily came and a col- 
loquy occurred between them." 


With the taliing of testimony In re- 
buttal of Miss Julia A. Cooper, a pub- 
lic stenographer, of Philadelphia, both 
sides closed.

Englishmen, who hare become 


used to comparative immunity from 
serious railroad accidents, have been 
compelled to realize several times 
during the last year or two that even 
the perfection of organization of Brit- 
ish railway service cannot totally 
eliminate the risk of disasters, says 
Engineering'. The sequence of acci- 
dents at Salisbury, Grantham and 
Shrewsbury, though differing in time, 
place and circumstance, 
had one 


striking feature in common. In each 
ease the men on the footplate ig- 
nored, or at any rate did not obey, 
the 
usual signals. 
Possibly they 


could not, bat whether the fault was 
human or mechanical, the result was 
the same. 


At Salisbury 
boat train iras 


wrecked in taking an eight chain 
curve at seventy miles an hoar; at 
Grantham another train rushed to 
destruction at crossover points, and 
at Shrewsbury a third train met its 
fate like the former ones in spite of 
signals. 
Even more recently other 


accidents have occurred, in which 
though fog was the determining fac- 
tor, the question of the transmission, 
reception or of obedience to signals 
was also involved. 


It is not surprising, therefore, that 


the subject of railway signalling has 
been brought into prominence. 
To 


discuss it in all its bearings would be 
impossible in one article, but by as- 
suming that, whatever apparatus is 
in use, the signalman is able to carry 
out his part in the protection of the 
train and that i£ acted upon his in- 
structions to the driver would en- 
sure safe working we may narrow 
down the issues. 
Making these as- 


sumptions, then, we will confine our- 
selves to the engineman's require- 
ments and duties. In the first place, 
he must be able to know the condi- 
tion of the line in darkness, fog and 
snow, and if it can be brought to his 
notice in spite of a temporary lapse 
of attention on his part so much the 
better. 


Now, the ordinary semaphore does 


not do this. In many of the varieties 
of weather met with in this country 
its indications are invisible, and in 
any case they pre-suppose the driver 
is on the alert. In bad weather sem- 
aphores are admittedly 
practically 


useless, and they have to be supple- 
mented by fog signals. These latter 
appeal to the only sense that is open 
to appeal from without the cab, and 
do it effectively, but their use in- 
volves two more links in the chain of 
responsibility, and they are at best 
but a costly and unsatisfactory make- 
shift. 


All considerations lead to the con- 


clusion that the ideal system of sig- 
naling trains would be one in which 
the signals were received directly in 
the cab of the locomotive and had to 
be looked out for by the roadside. 
The reception of a stop signal might 
even automatically shut oS steam and 
apply the brakes without the inter- 
vention of the driver. This provision 
and even the means of continuous 
communication between the signal 
cabin and the footplate, are by no 
means insoluble mechanical 
prob- 


lems; 
in 
fact, a dozen solutions 


would be found were the question se- 
riously taken up. 


The lesser, but by no means too 


easy, problem—that of providing an 
instrument in the cab to repeat the 
semaphore indications under the dri- 
ver's eye—has been attacked by many 
inventors, among the more recent be- 
ing Vincent Raven, the chief assist- 
ant 
mechanical 
engineer 
of 
the 


Northeastern Railway. 
His solution 


was explained to the Institution of 
Electrical Engineers last week in a 
paper read by J. Pigg. Mr. Raven's 
system is electrical, and embodies a 
cab semaphore actuated by the con- 
tact wire brushes fired to the engine, 
with insulated metal bars placed on 
the line. Besides the semaphore arm 
there are pointers "which indicate 
which route is open at a junction, and 
a bell rings to call the driver's atten- 
tion whenever a new signal is re- 
ceived. 


As 
additional 
security, 
wheels 


hung from brackets on the engine 
comes into contact with spring bars 
at the sides of the track, and in ro- 
tating intermittently close the same 
circut as the brushes above men- 
tioned. The last indication received 
is recorded by the semaphore until 


displaced by the next. 
The use of 


brushes or other contacts is not, as 
Mr. Pigg pointed out, a necessity of 
the system, f or slight modifications 
by magnetic induction without any 
contact being made at all. 


The design of the apparatus by a 


responsible railway ofSeial insures 
that the conditions of railway work- 
ing are known and appreciated. 
It 


is free from the glaring impractica- 
bility that marks the efforts of en- 
thusiastic outsiders to solve this and 
similar problems. But whether it Is 
all that can be desired is quite an- 
other 
matter. 
In the 
discussion 


which followed the reading of the 
paper the railway engineers present 
hardly gave it an enthusiastic ap- 
proval. The opinion of the meeting, 
with which we agrSe, seemed to ba 
that the cost was disproportionate to 
the benefits obtained, and that there 
were possibilities of trouble. 


On the Fairford branch of the- 


Great Western Railway a system of 
audible cab signalling is in use which 
appears 
In many 
respects more 


simple than that described by Mr. 


In this a constantly excited 


electro magnet controls a small steam 
whistle in the cab and the equivalent 
of passing of a signal at "Danger" 
de-energizes the magnet and causes 
the whistle to blow. Any failure of 
the 
electric circuit 
obviously pro- 


duces the same effect, so that the 
healthy condition of the apparatus 
is indicated with certainty. 


The "all right" signal is given by. 


a bell, so that there can be no con- 
fusion between the two, and the more 
important of the two at least cannot 
fail to attract the driver's attention, 
even when running bunker first, or 
however deeply engaged in thought. 
The use of a bell for both "danger" 
and "all right" calls in Mr. Raven's 
system is, as Mr. Siemens pointed out, 
a risky feature. 
The same speaker 


voiced the general objection to It on 
the score of cost, which objection 
another gentleman — the inventor of 
a rival system — maintained was pro- 
hibitive 
in a. cab 
signalling. 
His 


proposal was to make something In 
the nature of a fog horn sound when 
the engine passed a signal. This 
might be objected to by the inhabi- 
tants of the immediate neighborhood, 
but presuming it were otherwise sat- 
isfactory it has the undoubted advan- 
tage that it would serve all engines 
alike. Any cab signalling ss-stem can- 
not replace the ordinary semaphores 
until the whole of the engines using 
the line are equipped. 
Further, no 


"foreign" engine could run over the 
track of the company in question un- 
less equipped, for the ordinary sema- 
phores for its guidance would be ab- 
sent. 


There is little doubt that sooner 


or later some method of cab signal- 
ling will be considered essential to 
safe railway working. 
That it will 


be more than mere signalling — the 
entrance to a danger zone automatic- 
ally stopping the train Is almost as 
certain. The actual method of pick- 
Ing up the signals cannot be forecast- 
ed. 
Mechanical contact and trigger 


methods, the hopes of many inven- 
tors, are already discredited by those 
who realize the sort of blow a moving 
train gives and receives, however the 
apparatus is designed. 
Neither can 


one feel 
much 
enthusiasm 
about 


making electric contact at high speeds 
and under 
conditions 
of ice and 


snow. 


A wire brush such as Mr. Raven 


uses is probably the only sort of con- 
tactor that is feasible. 
If the brush 


is rigid and the plate is movable one 
always has to fear the days when it 
will become jammed and will tear 
off the 
contactor from 
the engine. 


Magnetic 
induction seems in prin- 


ciple the best means of transmitting 
the signals to the moving train. This 
involves no contact at all, and if 
sufficient energy can be transmitted 
to insure the reception of definite 
signals it would seem to present the 
fewest difficulties. 
Whatever means 


are adopted they should be like the 
semaphore in maintaining 
connec- 


tion with the locomotive over a long 
space. 
A driver can see a signal' 


in clear weather for several hundred f 
yards, and it can be thrown up ' 
against him If anything unforeseen 
occurs, 
even 
after 
it 
has 
been 


lowered.

RECËNT DISASTERS IN ENGLAND SUOQESTTHIS SOLUTION 


Experts Point Out That Such a System Is Feasible, But 
a 
Satisfactory 
Device Has Yet to Be Evolved«"A 
Scheme on the Great Western That Works Well 


Englishmen, 
who 
have 
become 
used to comparative immunity from 
serious railroad accidents, have been 
compelled to realize several 
times 
during the last year or two that even 
the perfection of organization of Brit- 
ish railway 
service cannot 
totally 
eliminate the risk of disasters, says 
Engineering. 
The sequence of acci- 
dents 
at 
Salisbury, Grantham and 
Shrewsbury, though differing in time, 
place 
and 
circumstance, 
had 
one 
striking feature in common. 
In each 
case tho men on the footplate ig- 
nored, or at any rate did not obey, 
the 
usual 
signals. 
Possibly 
they 
could not, but whether the fault was 
human or mechanical, the result was 
the same. 


At Salisbury a 
boat 
train 
was 
wrecked in taking an eight chain 
curve at seventy miles an hour; at 
Grantham another train rushed to 
destruction at crossover points, and 
at Shrewsbury a third train met its 
fate like, the former ones In spite of 
signals. 
Even more recently other 
accidents 
have 
occurred, in which 
though fog was the determining fac- 
tor, the question of the transmission, 
reception or of obedience to signals 
was also involved. 


It is not surprising, therefore, that 
the subject of railway signalling has 
been brought into prominence. 
To 
discuss it in all its bearings would be 
Impossible in one article, but by as- 
suming that, whatever apparatus is 
in use, the signalman is able to carry 
out his part in the protection of the 
train and that if acted upon his in- 
structions to the driver would en- 
sure safe working we may narrow 
down the Issues, 
Making these as- 
sumptions, then, we will confine our- 
selves to tho onglneman's require- 
ments and duties. 
In the first place, 
he must be able to know the condi- 
tion of the line in darkness, fog and 
snow, and if it can be brought to his 
notice in spite of a temporary lapse 
of attention on his part so much the 
better. 


Now, the ordinary semaphore does 
not do this. 
In many of the varieties 
of weather met with in this country 
Its indications are invisible, and in 
any case they pre-suppose the driver 
is on the alert. 
In bad weather sem- 
aphores 
are 
admittedly 
practically 
useless, and they have to be supple- 
mented by fog signals. 
These latter 
appeal to the only sense that is open 
to appeal from without the cab, and 
do it effectively, but their use in- 
volves two more links in the chain of 
responsibility, and they are at best 
but a costly and unsatisfactory make- 
shift. 


All considerations lead to the con- 
clusion that the ideal system of sig- 
naling trains would be one in which 
the signals were received directly In 
the cab of the locomotive and had to 
be looked out for by the roadside. 
The reception of a stop signal might 
even automatically shut off steam and 
apply the brakes without the inter- 
vention of the driver. 
This provision 
and even the means of continuous 
communication 
between the 
signal 
cabin and the footplate, are by no 
means 
Insoluble 
mechanical 
prob- 
lems; 
in 
fact, a dozen solutions 
would be found were the question se- 
riously taken up. 


Tho lesser, but by no means too 
easy, problem—that of providing an 
instrument in the cab to repeat the 
semaphore indications under the drl- 
ver*s eye—has been attacked by many 
Inventors, among the more recent be- 
ing Vincent Raven, the chief assist- 
ant 
mechanical 
engineer 
of 
the 
Northeastern Railway. 
His solution 
was explained to the Institution of 
Electrical Engineers last week in a 
paper read by J, Pigg, 
Mr. Raven's 
system is electrical, and embodies a 
cab semaphore actuated by the con- 
tact wire brushes fiied to the engine, 
with Insulated metal bars placed on 
the line. 
Besides the semaphore arm 
there 
are 
pointers 
which 
Indicate 
which route is open at a Junction, and 
a bell rings to call tho driver's atten- 
tion whenever a new signal is re- 
ceived. 


As 
additional 
security, 
wheels 
hung from brackets on the engine 
comes into contact with spring bars 
at the sides of the track, and in ro- 
tating intermittently close the same 
circut as tho brushes above men- 
tioned, 
The last Indication received 
Is recorded by the semaphore until 


displaced by the next. 
The use of 
brushes or other contacts Is not, as 
Mr, Pigg pointed out, a necessity of 
the system, for slight modifications 
by magnetic 
Induction 
without any 
contact being made at all. 


The design of the apparatus by a 
responsible railway ofilclal insures 
that the conditions of railway work- 
ing are known and appreciated. 
It 
Is free from the glaring Impractica- 
bility that marks the efforts of en- 
thusiastic outsiders to solve this and 
similar problems. 
But whether it Is 
all that can be desired Is quite an- 
other 
matter. 
In the 
discussion 
which followed the reading of tho 
paper the railway engineers present 
hardly gave it an enthusiastic ap- 
proval. 
The opinion of the meeting, 
with which we agrffe, seemed to be » 
that the cost was disproportionate to 
the benefits obtained, and that there 
were possibilities of trouble. 


On the Falrford branch of 
tha 
Great Western Railway a system of 
audible cab signalling is in use which 
appears 
in many 
respects 
more 
simple than that described by Mr. 
Pigg. 
In this a constantly excited 
electro magnet controls a small steam 
whistle in the cab and the equivalent 
of passing of a signal at "Danger" 
de-energlzes the magnet and causes 
the whistle to blow. 
Any failure of 
tho 
electric circuit 
obviously pro- 
duces the same effect, so that the 
healthy condition of the apparatus 
is indicated with certainty. 


The "all right" signal Is given by, 
a bell, so that there can be no con- 
fusion between the two, and the more 
Important of the two at least cannot 
fall to attract the driver's attention, 
even when running bunker first, or 
however deeply engaged In thought. 
The use of a bell for both "danger'' 
and "all right" calls in Mr, Raven's 
system is, as Mr. Siemens pointed out, 
a risky feature. 
The same speaker 
voiced the general objection to It on 
the score of cost, which objection 
another gentleman—the inventor of 
a rival system—maintained was pro- 
hibitive 
In a cab 
signalling. 
His 
proposal was to make something In 
the nature of a fog horn sound w^hen 
tho engine 
passed a 
signal. 
This , 
might be objected to by the Inhabi- ' 
tants of the immediate neighborhood, 
but presuming it were otherwise sat- 
isfactory it has the undoubted advan- 
tage that it would serve all engines 
alike. Any cab signalling system can- 
not replace the ordinary semaphores 
until the whole of the engines using 
the line are equipped. 
Further, no 
"foreign" engine could run over the 
track of the company In question un- 
less equipped, for the ordinary sema- . 
phoros for its guidance would be ab- 
sent. 


There Is little doubt that sooner 
or later some method of cab signal- 
ling will be considered essential to 
safe railway working. 
That it will 
be more than mere signalling—the 
entrance to a danger zone automatic- 
ally stopping the train is almost as 
certain. 
The actual method of pick- 
ing up the signals cannot be forecast- 
ed. 
Mechanical contact and trigger 
methods, the hopes of many Inven- 
tors, are already discredited by those 
who realize the sort of blow a moving 
train gives and receives, however the 
apparatus is designed. 
Neither can 
one feel 
much 
enthusiasm 
about 
making electric contact at high speeds 
and under 
conditions 
of 
ice and 
snow. 


A wire brush such as Mr. Raven 
uses Is probably the only sort of con- 
tactor that Is feasible. 
If the brush 
Is rigid and the plate Is movable one 
always has to fear the days when it 
will become jammed and will tear 
off tho 
contactor from 
the engine. * 
Magnetic 
induction seems 
in prin- 
ciple the best means of transmitting 
the signals to the moving train. This 
involves no contact at all, and if , 
sufficient energy can be transmitted 
to Insure the reception of definito 
signals it would seem to present the 
fewest diiilcultles. 
Whatever means 
are adopted they should bo llko the 
semaphore 
in maintaining 
connec- 1 
tion with the locomotive over a long 
space, 
A driver can see ^ signal 
in clear weather for several hundred 
yards, and 
It can 
be 
thrown 
up 
against him If anything unforeseen 
occurs, 
even 
after 
it 
has 
been 
lowered,

The United States consumes about 
thirty-five per cent, of the world’s 
total output of graphite, and fur­ 
nishes but twenty per cent, of it. The 
amount imported into the United 
States in 1906, chiefly from Ceylon, 
wa3 valued at $1,554,212, and the 
value of the domestic production was 
only $340,239. 
The purest graphite

comprising as high as fifteen per cent, 
of ash. 
The production of artificial 
graphite is steadily increasing.

Signals in the Engine Cab. 


RECENT DISASTERS IN ENGLAND SUGGEST THIS SOLUTION 


Experts Point Out That Such a System Is Feasible. But 
a Satisfactory Device Has Yet to Be Evolved«»A 
Scheme on the Great W estern That W orks W ell....... 
•*T 


Englishmen, 
who 
have 
become 
used to comparative Immunity from 
serious railroad accidents, have been 
compelled to realize several times 
during the last year or two that even 
the perfection of organization of Brit­ 
ish railway service cannot totally 
eliminate the risk of disasters, says 
Engineering. 
The sequence of acci­ 
dents at Salisbury, Grantham and 
Shrewsbury, though differing in time, 
place and circumstance, 
had one 
striking feature in common. In each 
case tho men on the footplate ig­ 
nored, or at any rate did not obey, 
the 
usual 
signals. 
Possibly they 
could not, but whether the fault was 
human or mechanical, the result was 
the same. 


At Salisbury a boat train was 
wrecked in taking an eight chain 
curve at seventy miles an hour; at 
Grantham another train rushed to 
destruction at crossover points, and 
at Shrewsbury a third train met its 
fate like, the former ones in spite of 
signals. 
Even more recently other 
accidents have occurred, in which 
though fog wfas the determining fac­ 
tor, the question of the transmission, 
reception or of obedience to signals 
was also involved. 


It is not surprising, therefore, that 
the subject of railway signalling has 
been brought into prominence. 
To 
discuss it in all its bearings would be 
impossible in one article, but by as­ 
suming that, whatever apparatus is 
in use, the signalman is able to carry 
out his part in the protection of the 
train and that if acted upon his in­ 
structions to the driver would en­ 
sure safe working we may narrow 
down the issues. 
Making these as­ 
sumptions, then, we will confine our­ 
selves to the engineman's require­ 
ments and duties. 
In the first place, 
he must be able to know the condi­ 
tion of the line in darkness, fog and 
snow, and if it can be brought to his 
notice in spite of a temporary lapse 
of attention on his part so much the 
better. 


Now, the ordinary semaphore does 
not do this. In many of the varieties 
of weather met with in this country 
its indications are invisible, and in 
any case they pre-suppose the driver 
is on the alert. 
In bad weather sem­ 
aphores are admittedly practically 
useless, and they have to be supple­ 
mented by fog signals. 
These latter 
appeal to the only sense that is open 
to appeal from without the cab, and 
do it effectively, but their use in­ 
volves two more links in the chain of 
responsibility, and they are at best 
but a costly and unsatisfactory make­ 
shift. 


All considerations lead to the con­ 
clusion that the ideal system of sig­ 
naling trains would be one in which 
the signals were received directly in 
the cab of the locomotive and had to 
be looked out for by the roadside. 
The reception of a stop signal might 
even automatically shut off steam and 
apply the brakes without the inter­ 
vention of the driver. This provision 
and even the means of continuous 
communication between the signal 
cabin and the footplate, are by no 
means insoluble mechanical prob­ 
lems; 
in 
fact, a dozen solutions 
would be found wrere the question se­ 
riously taken up. 


The lesser, but by no means too 
easy, problem— that of providing an 
instrument in the cab to repeat the 
semaphore indications under the dri­ 
ver’s eye— has been attacked by many 
inventors, among the more recent be­ 
ing Vincent Raven, the chief assist­ 
ant 
mechanical 
engineer 
of 
the 
Northeastern Railway. 
His solution 
was explained to the Institution of 
Electrical Engineers last week in a 
paper read by J. Pigg. 
Mr. Raven’s 
system is electrical, and embodies a 
cab semaphore actuated by the con­ 
tact wire brushes fixed to the engine, 
with insulated metal bars placed on 
the line. 
Besides the semaphore arm 
there are pointers which indicate 
which route is open at a junction, and 
a bell rings to call tho driver's atten­ 
tion whenever a new signal is re­ 
ceived. 


As 
additional 
security, 
wheels 
hung from brackets on the engine 
comes into contact with spring bars 
at the sides of the track, and in ro­ 
tating Intermittently close the same 
circut as tho brushes above men- 


displaced by the next. 
The use of 
brushes or other contacts is not, as 
Mr, Pigg pointed out, a necessity of 
the system, for slight modification* 
by magnetic induction without any 
contact being made at all. 


The design of the apparatus by a 
responsible railway official insures 
that the conditions of railway work­ 
ing are known and appreciated. 
It 
is free from the glaring impractica­ 
bility that marks the efforts of en­ 
thusiastic outsiders to solve this and 
similar problems. 
But whether it Is 
all that can be desired is quite an­ 
other 
matter. 
In the 
discussion 
which followed the reading of the 
paper the railway engineers present 
hardly gave it an enthusiastic ap­ 
proval. 
The opinion of the meeting, 
with which we agr£e, seemed to be 
that the cost was disproportionate to 
the benefits obtained, and that there 
were possibilities of trouble. 


Oq the Fairford branch of the 
Great Western Railway a system of 
audible cab signalling is In use which 
appears 
in many 
respects more 
simple than that described by Mr, 
Pigg. 
In this a constantly excited 
electro magnet controls a small steam 
whistle in the cab and the equivalent 
of passing of a signal at ‘•Danger1* 
de-energizes the magnet and causes 
the whistle to blow. 
Any failure of 
tho 
electric circuit 
obviously pro­ 
duces the same effect, so that the 
healthy condition of the apparatus 
is Indicated with certainty. 


The “all right” signal is given by, 
a bell, so that there can be no con­ 
fusion between the two, and the more 
important of the two at least cannot 
fail to attract the driver’s attention, 
even when running bunker first, or 
however deeply engaged in thought. 
The use of a bell for both “danger” 
and “all right” calls in Mr. Raven’s 
system is, as Mr. Siemens pointed out, 
a risky feature. 
The same speaker 
voiced the general objection to it on 
the score of cost, which objection 
another gentleman— the inventor of 
a rival system—maintained was pro­ 
hibitive 
in a cab 
signalling. 
His 
proposal was to make something in 
the nature of a fog horn sound when 
the engine 
passed a 
signal. 
This 
might be objected to by the inhabi­ 
tants of the immediate neighborhood, 
but presuming it were otherwise sat­ 
isfactory it has the undoubted advan­ 
tage that it would serve all engines 
alike. Any cab signalling system can­ 
not replace the ordinary semaphores 
until the whole of the engines using 
the line are equipped. 
Further, no 
“foreign” engine could run over the 
track of the company in question un­ 
less equipped, for the ordinary sema­ 
phores for its guidance would be ab­ 
sent. 


There is little doubt that sooner 
or later some method of cab signal­ 
ling will be considered essential to 
safe railway working. 
That it will 
be more than mere signalling— the 
entrance to a danger zone automatic­ 
ally stopping the train is almost as 
certain. 
The actual method of pick­ 
ing up the signals cannot be forecast­ 
ed. 
Mechanical contact and trigger 
methods, the hopes of many inven­ 
tors, are already discredited by those 
who realize the sort of blow a moving 
train gives and receives, however the 
apparatus is designed. 
Neither can 
one feel 
much 
enthusiasm 
about 
making electric contact at high speeds 
and under 
conditions 
of 
ice and 
snow. 


A wire brush such as Mr. Raven 
uses is probably the only sort of con­ 
tactor that is feasible. 
If the brush 
Is rigid and the plate is movable one 
always has to fear the days when it 
will become jammed and will tear 
off the 
contactor from 
the engine. 
Magnetic 
induction seems 
in prin­ 
ciple the best means of transmitting 
the signals to the moving train. This 
involves no contact at all, and if 
sufficient energy can be transmitted 
to Insure the reception of definite 
signals it would seem to present the 
fewest difficulties. 
Whatever means 
are adopted they should bo like the 
semaphore 
in maintaining 
connec- I 
tion with the locomotive over a long 
space. 
A driver can see 3 signal 
in clear weather for several hundred 
yards, and it can be thrown up 
against him If anything unforeseen

ward the brightness with 
measured 
pace and slow, but -expose him to a 
brilliant glare and he hastens 
with 
cheerful alacrity. That is why wing- 
ed insects 
flutter 
gayly about }n the 
direct sunlight. 
Heliotropism 
actu- 
ally aids an Insect in Its struggle for 
existence.—Chicago 
Tribune.

STOPS BELCHING. 


T h e H ig h e s t K ali ro ad ttrid g e . 


A notable engineering work is now 
being executed in France, and involves 
the construction of a viaduct crossing 
the Sioule Valley, near Vauriat. 
This 
structure, known as the Fades Viaduct, 
when completed will be the highest 
railway bridge in the W'orld, the level 
of the rails being 434 feet seven inches 
above the bed of the stream. 
There 
are two granite masonry tower piers 
which are founded on solid rock and 
rise to a height of 303 feet. 
These 
piers standing alone have the appear­ 
ance 
of 
large chimneys, but their 
function is to support the three steel 
spans, which have the unusual lengths 
of 472 feet five inches for the centre 
span and 378 feet fyr each of the flank­ 
ing spans. 
T he latter connect with 
masonry approach spans formed by cir< 
cular arches. This bridge differs from 
other structures in the use of masonry 
instead of steel for the centre towers, 
and the use of lattice girder-decic sjjans 
instead of the arch construction of 
•either masonry or steel, 
a

method of crossing such a valley.—Har* 
p*r's Weekly.

men to be utilized when a rear end or a broken rail is sighted. 


Although for a number of years the inflexible enforcement of the rules 
relating to these cautionary -signals has been advocated, yet today train after 
train will run past these semaphores and green lights without any reduction 
in speed, provided the track ahead of them is seen to be clean—The Atlantic.

early history of this region is not 
known to us it is not improbable that 
a kingdom of Sheba Cthe native name 
is Saba) existed as early as the 
times of Solomon (middle of the tenth 
century B. C.). But it is not prob- 
able that the Israelites were acquaint- 
ed with the Sabean land in Solomon's 
time. The other mentions of Sheba 
In the Old Testament all belong in 
the period after the capture of Jeru- 
salem by the Chaldeans (586 B. C.}, 
-when the Jews came into possession 
of Babylonian geographical learning. 
The story in Kings is a part of the 
idealizing legendary matter that gath- 
ered about Solomon's name. 


Doubtless he had a reputation in 


Ms day for some sort of wisdom, as 
David in his day was esteemed as a 
poet; but David became in the tra- 
dition the ideal religious poat and 
Solomon the ideal sage. He is said 
to have composed 3,000 proverbs and 
1,000 
songs, and to have spoken of 


all plants and animals—of which lit- 
erary activity no trace has come to 
113. 
The exuberance of the legend 


appears in the statement (I Kings 
iv, 34, in the English version) that 
visitors from all peoples 
and

Icings of the earth came to him to 
tear his wisdom—a form of state- 
ment that betrays the late date when 
the Jews came into contact with a 
great number of Nations. The visit 
of the Queen of Sheba is a particular 
illustration of the general statement;

prizes It particularly because of a lat- 
ter day romance In which it had a 
prominent part. 


Mr. Frederick 
Lincoln Crane, 
the 
owner, is a musician, and tho. watch 
stands to him as a precious souvenir 
of his fathor^s first meeting with his 
mother, Mrs. Susan Hooker 
Dwight 
Crane, by whoso docoase the watch 
has now come to him. 


Paul Rovero left this watch by his 
will to his son, Joseph Revere, who 
in turn passed it down to Col. Fred- 
erick W. Lincoln or Canton, his neph- 
ew, and the 
revolutionary 
scout's 
grandson. 


Frederick W. Lincoln, the mayor of 
Boston, was adopted by Col. Lincoln, 
and because of this, as well as from 
the fact that he was the patriot Paul's 
great-grandson, he would havo been 
the natural heir to the watch. 
But 
Col. Lincoln had in the present own- 
er's father. Dr. Phlneas Miller Crane, 
late of East Boston, a friend as near 
and dear to him as Damon was to 
Pythias. 


Dr. Crane was tho son of Maj-Gen. 
Elijah Crane, who commanded 
the 
troops 
in New England 
during 
tho 
war of 1812. 


Dr. Crane was often at his friend's 
home, in Canton, and there one day 
he met the young lady with whom he 
fell in love, and whom he resolved to 
marry. 
He had just been graduated

from Harvard college and tho 
H a ^ 
vard Medical school, but soon ho o»« 
tablished a practico, and in 1833 h« 
porsuadod Susan Dwlght to share his 
homo and fortunes. 


Dr. Crano had often admired

Paul Revere watch, and his lovo for 
the timepiece was shared by his brldo. 
One day in the course of conversation 
ho let this fact drop to Col. Lincoln, 
proposing, half In jest, that ho sell 
him tho watch to givo his bride as a 
wedding present.

Col. Lincoln was. of course, not In , 
tho least tempted by the money, and 
ho was naturally

not of the Revere blood, but it seem- 
ed to him a splendid opportunity to 
put the seal on a f r i e n d s h i p - t h a t had 
meant much to both mon, as well as 
to Miss Dwight. and ho consented to 
part with tho watch. 


From that time. 1S33, says a Boston 
special in the New York Herald, till a 
year ago, when she passed away, Mrs. 
Crane cherished this relic with ten- 
dercst 
love. 
On the 
slender 
chain, 
like a woman's neck 
chain, which 
came with 
the watch, her 
husband 
had had her initials engraved, 
and 
these are still distinguishable. Rather 
curiotisly, those letters, S. H. C., are 
to-day-the only marks on tho hand- 
some relic. 


There is not even a maker's name. 
The number of the watch, which Is In 
an eighteen-carat gold ease, is 24G59, 
and that it was well made is demon- 
strated by the fact that to-day. more 
than 125 years 
after 
the 
night it 
served its owner on his famous ride, 
it keeps good time.

•'We have slain tens of thousands 
of the rats since the campaign of de- 
struction 
began 
and 
are 
beginning 
to breathe more freely, for at 
one 
time it was the fear of our medical 
men that they might spread the bu- 
bonic 
plague that had appeared 
in 
San Francisco and cause a frightful 
sacrifice of human 
lives. 


'At one of the variety theaters the 
other night." said the man with the 
double chin, "there was a fellow who 
had

I used to wait for my mother to get a 
rib roast, and the good woman would 
hardly have the meat off tliose ribs, 
before I'd have 'em out in the back 


yard, sawing and hammering 
away at 
'em. and tinkering them Into shape to 
be used for bones. 
Td devote hours 
to scraping them 
when I had sawed 
them into shape, and tlien I'd place 
tliem where the summer sun would 
hit them for about 
a week to 
thor- 
oughly dry them. 


"Then they'd be ready for use. and 
I'd proceed, along with all the rest of 
the kids in the neighborhood provided 
with bones, to drive the older 
folk 
crazy with the horrible noise. There's 
a whole lot of science in manipulating 
the bones properly. 
I used to practice 
about half a day at a stretch with tho 
right hand bones, and then I'd round 
up the rest of the 
day getting 
tho 
hang 
of the left-hand* bones, and I've 
seen strong men 
be compelled 
to 
take to their beds from nervous col- 
lapse after spending a week in 
a 
neighborhood infested by a bunch of 
small boys getting the hang of tho 
bones. 
Things are not like they used 
to be. 
I'll bet there are thousands 
of 
young fellows who are of age right in 
this town who never scraped a set of 
bones 
when 
they 
were 
youngsters, 
and who never indulged in the exalted 
dream of one day becoming celebrat- 
ed minstrel men."

The French Academy. 


The French academy is one of tho 
five academies, and the most eminent, 
constituting the Instltut-i of France.

new member elected by the remaining 
thirty-nine members for life, after per- 
sonal- application and the submission 
of their nomination to the head of the 
state. 
It meets twice v;eekly, at tho 
palace Mazarin, 23 Quia ContI, Paris, 
and is "the highest authority on every- 
thing appertaining to the nineties of 
tho French language, 
to 
grammar, 
rhetoric and poetry, and the publica- 
tion of the French classics." The chief 
officer is the secretary, who has a life 
tenure of his pofaition. A chair In the 
academy is the highest ambition of 
most literary Frenchmen. 


Tidal Waves in Harness, 


A proposal is on foot a Hikuraki, in 
New Zealand, for the utilization of the 
tidal waters of the place In the gener- 
ation of electricty. 
Tho plan is to 
build a tunnel through a narro>v neck 
of land at Pelorus sound, eighty-eight 
feet In length. 
The rise and fall of 
the tide at this place varies from six 
feet and seven feet to ten feet and 
eleven feet, and the tunnel would, it 
is said, command 50,UOo acres of tidal 
water. 
It is not stated how the power 
would be generated, but 
presumably 
the tunnel would be made below the 
level of the lowest ebb tide and tur- 
bines would be installed at either end 
of tho tunnel. 
The scheme has been 
taken up by a local company, which 
has a capital of ?375,0U0.

The Department of 
Agriculture at Washington lifts ex­ 
tended its co-operation By introduc­ 
ing and distributing through the 
country this season a now variety of 
potato from which the farmers will 
bo able themselves to produce the al­ 
cohol. 
And there has Just been 
placed on the market an alcohol flat­ 
iron, stove and lamp burner, the en­ 
tire set selling for only $7. They op­ 
erate as simply and readily as those 
run by electricity* and at a cost of 
one cent an hour, which Is cheaper 
even than kerosene.

According to the rules 
and to common sense, when a train, at the time a cautionary 
signal' is sighted, is running thirty or forty miles an hour, it calls for a posi­ 
tive and not a theoretical reduction in speed. 
The cautionary signal is not 
merely a piece of information to be stowed away in the brain of the engine- 
men to be utilized when a rear end or a broken rail is sighted. 


Although for a number of years the inflexible enforcement of the rules 
relating to these cautionary signals has been advocated, yet today train after 
train will run past these semaphores and green lights without any reduction 
in speed, provided the track ahead of them is seen to be clear.—The Atlantic.

Royal Scholar. 
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The Biblical story of tlie Queen 
of Sheba, thanks to 
romantic 


character, has liad a noteworthy ca- 
roer. 
It was embellished by post- 
Biblical Jewish writers with a vast 
amount of fanciful detail. From Jews 
in North Arabia it passed to the Arabs 
and is used by Mohammed in the Ko­ 
ran; in South Arabia likewise Arabs 
received it from Jews and carried it 
aoroa the Red Sea to Abyssinia, and 
Jo&rned historiographers traced the 
lineage of the royal family of Abys­ 
sinia to the famous Queen. 
She be­ 
came and is still a name for all that 
is magnificent and intelligently curi­ 
ous. 


According to the narrative (I Kings 
x, II Chronicles ix), the Queen hav- 
ling 
heard 
of 
Solomon’s 
wisdoml, 
«comes to Jerusalem in great state, 
with spice9, gold and precious stones, 
to test him; she plies him with hard 
questions concerning everything that 
interests her and receives satisfactory 
answers—there was no problem that 
Solomon was not able to solve. 
Fur­ 
ther he shows her his pa’oce and 
his household arrangements, includ­ 
ing the fine bearing and splendid 
dress of his attendants, with the re­ 
sult that she is lost in admiration 
of his rich es. and wisdom. ‘‘Happy," 
she exclaims, ‘‘are those who serve 
you and hear your wisdom, and bless­ 
ed be your God who has bestowed on 
you such excellence and happiness!” 
Then after the usual exchange of 
presents she goes back to her own 
(land and we hear no more of her 
in the Old Testament. 


The story cannot be taken as his­ 
torical. 
The “Sheba'1 meant, as is 
evident from the presents brought 
by the Queen, is the famous region 
in Southwest Arabia later known as 
Yemen, 
“the 
South;” 
the 
Arabic 
name (yeman) by confusion with a 
similar word (yamin) was understood 
to mean “fortunate,” and the conse­ 
quent Roman designation, Arabia Fe­ 
lix, has become a part of our geog­ 
raphical nomenclature. 
Though the 
early history of this region is not 
known to us it is not improbable that 
a kingdom of Sheba (the native name 
is Saba) existed 
as 
early 
as 
the 
times of Solomon (middle of the tenth 
century B. C.). 
But it is not prob­ 
able that the Israelites were acquaint­ 
ed with the Sabean land in Solomon's 
time. 
The other mentions of Sheba 
in the Old Testament ail belong in 
the period after the capture of Jeru­ 
salem by the Chaldeans (586 B. C.), 
when the Jews came into possession 
of Babylonian geographical learning. 
The story in Kings is a part of the 
idealizing legendary matter that gath­ 
ered about Solomon's name. 


Doubtless he had a reputation in 
his day for some sort of wisdom, as 
David in his day was esteemed as a 
poet; but David became in the tra­ 
dition the ideal religious poet and 
Solomon the ideal sage. 
He is said 
to have composed 3,000 proverbs and 
1,000 
songs, and to have spoken of 
all plants and animals—of which lit­ 
erary activity no trace has come to 
us. 
The exuberance of the legend 
appears in the statement (I Kings 
iv, 34, in the English version) that 
visitors from all peoples 
and 
all 
kings of the earth came to him to 
!Uear his wisdom—a form of state 
ment that betrays the late date when 
the Jews came into contact with a 
great number of Nations. 
The visit 
of the Queen of Sheba is a particular 
Illustration of the general statement; 
!Sheba is chosen as a far-off and 'fa­ 
mous land, 
She is herself a sage 
or a student troubled by difficulties, 
and she seeks a great man to solve 
Jier problem, just as long afterward 
wandering scholars in the absence of 
'books sought learned 
mwi 
every­ 
where as teachers; but this reflec­ 
tive attitude is not in accord with 
wliat we may surmise to have been 
the state of culture in Sheba and in 
Israel in the tenth century B. C. 


The story is not the less interest­ 
ing for being legendary. 
If, as t^ems 
probably, it arose in the sixth or 
•fifth century B. C., when Sheba be­ 
came prominent in the Old Testa­ 
ment, we may Infer that Solomon 
was thought of at that time mainly 
as a splendid and practically wise 
king and had not attained the repu­ 
tation^ assigned him by the authors 
and editors of Proverbs, the Song 
of Songs and 
Ecclesiasties. 
It 
is 
noteworthy Jilso that the custom of 
asking “hard questions” existed at 
that time. 
Unfortunately the story 
does not tell what these questions 
were and this lack of fancy later 
writers undertook to supply. Among 
the literary productions of post-Bib- 
lieal Jews are certain paraphrases 
of Biblical books (Targums) and com­ 
mentaries (Midrash) abounding in an­ 
ecdotes, queer conceits and all sorts 
of gossip. 
Much of this material may 
have been the product of familiar 
talks by teachers to their pupils, 
which sometimes ran into story tell­ 
ing not unlike that of the Moslem 
rawis, to which we owe a good deal 
of the m atter of the “Thousand and 
One Nights.” These books have pre­ 
served a great mass of popular Jew- 
lish beliefs and fancies, parallel to 


certain Christian writers, and sticto 
beliefs come under the head of folk 
lore, according to the wider definl* 
tion Sometimes given that term. 


The 
book of 
Esther, 
though 
U 
makes no reference to religion, was 
a favorite among the Jews because it 
describes a great 
national 
triumph 
(which is, however* not historical). 
Three late paraphrases of the book 
have come down to us, the second of 
which gives another list of riddles, 
together with an account of how the 
Queen came to visit Solomon. 
After 
an extraordinary confused history of 
the foreign monarchs who had 'op­ 
pressed Israel, the writer turns to 
David and then to Solomon (of whom 
also he had previously spoken), to 
whom God had given dominion over 
all beasts, 
birds, 
reptiles, 
demons 
and spirits, and he knew the speech 
of all these. 
On a certain day when 
his Leart was warmed by wine he 
made a great feast, invited all the 
neighboring kings of the east and 
the west, had music on all sorts of 
instruments and ordered all the beasts 
and demons to be brought in order 
that the kings might see his great­ 
ness. 


All these came except the moor 
cock, whom the angry King was about 
to put to death. 
The bird, however, 
excused himself by saying that for 
three months he had been flying over 
the earth without food or drink to 
see if there was any land that did 
not acknowledge the King’s author­ 
ity. 
He had come upon a land in 
the east bounding in gold and sil­ 
ver, with trees as old as the ere at- 
tion and watered from the Garden 
of Eden, its inhabitants ignorant of 
war, and ruled over by a 
woman 
whose name was the Queen of She- 
be; and, he added, if the King de­ 
sired, he would bring the rulers of 
that land in fetters and lay them at 
his feet. 
The King approved, a let­ 
ter was written and the bird, attend­ 
ed by the other birds, departed with 
the letter attached to his wing. 


When he reached Sheba the Qu£?n 
had just gone to the shore of the 
sea to perform her devotions. 
Look­ 
ing up she sees the sun obscured by 
the host of birds and is astounded. 
The bird descends, she sees the let­ 
ter and reads( in substance): “King 
Solomon greets you and your nobles. 
Know that God has given me author­ 
ity over beasts, etc., and all kings 
send me greeting. 
If you will do 
likewise I will confer great honor on 
you; if not, I will send an army fcind 
destroy you.” The Queen decided that 
it would be wise to obey. 
She sent 
costly presents, with a letter say­ 
ing that though the journey from 
Sheba ordinarily took seven years, yet 
on account of 
the 
questions 
she 
wished to ask, she would come in 
three years. 
She came accordingly, 
had a splendid reception and put her 
test questions. First riddle: 
A wood­ 
en well with iron buckets that draw 
up stones and pour out water. 
The 
answer 
is, 
the 
tube 
of 
antimony 
(kohl) 
used by women to blacken 
their eyebrows; the “stones” are the 
chalk contained in the antimony Mix­ 
ture; the “buckets” are the needles 
with which the mixture is applied 
to the eyebrows. Second riddle: 
As 
dust it comes forth from the ground, 
Its food is dust of the earth, it is 
poured out like water and it illumines 
the house. 
Answer, naphtha. 
Third 
riddle: 
A piper passes over its head 
and it utters a loud and bitter cry, 
its head is like a reed, it is honor for 
the rich, disgrace for the poor, honor 
for the dead, disgrace for the living, 
joy to birds, trouble for fishes. An­ 
swer, flax—the wind pipes over th.e 
flaxstalks, linen furnishes garments 
of varying value to different classes 
of men, from flax are made shelter^ 
for birds, nets for fishes. These seem 
to be poor things to take a thre- 
years' journey for; 
one might ex­ 
pect more serious questions to be as­ 
signed to an intellectually eager wo­ 
man and a wise man; but these rid­ 
dles are the tattle of story-tellers.— 
Pittsburg Dispatch. 


Seattle's War on Rats.

“We have begun arresting people 
In Seattle who fail to comply with 
a recently passed ordinance relating 
to rats,” said Dr. S. J. Fowler, of the 
State of Washington. 
“Just before 
I left home two butchers were haled 
into court for violating the law, ip 
that they had failed to make their 
premises rat proof. 


“After the law was passed the po­ 
lice went about informing all market 
men, grocers and dealers in food 
products that they must fortify their 
houses against the rodents or else bo 
liable to arrest. 
The purpose was to 
cut off the rats from their sources of 
sustenance, and thereby make easier 
their extermination. The butchers ar­ 
rested did not try to 
make 
their 
places of business secure against the 
entrance of the pests, and they will 
no doubt have to suffer.

WATCH m p T WAS PAUL REVERE’S 


lorakN&U Relie N ow In the Pos«e*sion of N ew Enfland 


K eeps Good Tim e. ^ 


Tlis watch which expert antiquar­ 
ians declare to bo the original time­ 
piece worn by Paul Revere, the pa­ 
triot courier, on the night of his fa* 
tnous ride to Lexington, is now in the 
possession of a Malden man, who 
prizes it particularly because of a lat­ 
ter day romance in which it had a 
prominent part. 


Mr. Frederick Lincoln Crane, the 
owner, Is a musician, and tho, watch 
stands to him as a precious souvenir 
of Ills father’s first meeting with his 
mother, Mrs. Susan Hooker Dwight 
Crane, by whose decease the watch 
has now come to him. 


Paul Revere left this watch by his 
will to his son, Joseph Revere, who 
in turn passed it down to Col, Fred­ 
erick W. Lincoln of Canton, his neph­ 
ew, and the 
revolutionary 
scout’s 
grandson. 


Frederick W. Lincoln, the mayor or 
Boston, was adopted by Col. Lincoln, 
and because of this, as well as from 
the fact that he was the patriot Paul’s 
great-grandson, he would have been 
the natural heir to the watch. 
But 
Col. Lincoln had in the present own­ 
er’s father, Dr. Phineas Miller Crane, 
late of East Boston, a friend as near 
and dear to him as Damon was to 
Pythias. 


Dr. Crane was tho son of Maj-Gen. 
Elijah Crane, who commanded 
the 
troops in New England during the 
war of 1812. 


Dr. Crane was often at his friend’s 
home, in Canton, and there one day 
he met the young lady with whom he 
fell in love, and whom he resolved to 
marry. 
He had just been graduated 


from Harvard college and the Ha^ 
vard Medical school, but soon ho o* 
tabliBhed a practice, and in 1833 h# 
persuaded Susan Dwight to sharo his 
home and fortunes. 


Dr. Crane had often admired tho 
Paul Revere watch, and his love for 
the timepiece was shared by his bride. 
One day in the course of conversation 
he let this fact drop to Col. Lincoln, 
proposing, half In jest, that ho sell 
him the watch to give his bride as a 
wedding present. 


Col. Lincoln was, of course, not In 
tho least tempted by the money, and 
ho was naturally 
somewhat 
averse 
anyhow to having the relic go to one 
not of the Revere blood, but it seem­ 
ed to him a splendid opportunity to 
put the seal on a friendship-that had 
meant much to both men, as well as 
to Miss Dwight, and lie consented to 
part with tho watch. 


From that time, 1833, says a Boston 
special in the New York Herald, till a 
year ago, when she passed away, Mrs. 
Crane cherished this relic with ten- 
derest love. 
Ou the slender chain, 
like a woman’s neck 
chain, which 
came with the watch, her husband 
had had her initials engraved, and 
these are still distinguishable. Rather 
curiously, those letters, S. H. C„ are 
to-day • the only marks on the hand­ 
some relic. 


There is not even a maker’s name. 
The number of the watch, which is in 
an eighteen-carat gold case, is 24059, 
and that it was well made is demon­ 
strated by the fact that to-day, more 
than 125 years 
after 
the 
night it 
served its owner on his famous ride, 
it keeps good time.

"At one of the variety theaters the 
other night,” said the man with the 
double chin, “there was a fellow who 
had

lapse after spending a week in

neighborhood infested by a bunch of 
small boys getting the hang of tho 
bones. 
Things are not like they used 
to be. 
I’ll bet there are thousands of 
young fellows who are of age right in 
this town who never scraped a set of 
bones when they were youngsters, 
and who never indulged in the exalted 
dream of one day becoming celebrat­ 
ed minstrel men.”

The chief 
officer is the secretary, who has a life 
tenure of his position. A chair in tho 
academy is the highest ambition of 
most literary Frenchmen.
